Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant has added the terms "branch of a tibial nerve" and "fascial tunnel" which are new matter and require 
new search or consideration. If Appicant chooses to file an RCE, Applicant is referred to the language on page 16 of the specification 
concerning the placement of the collagen gel into the fascial compartment of the posterior tibial neurovascular tunnel. It is noted further 
that the proposed claim amendments raise a new issue of enablement with respect to compression of the tibial nerve leading to 
hyperalgesis. The specification associated hyperalgesia with the compression of the saphenous nerve, not with the tibial nerve.
